The truce, which began with the 
Ascension holiday Thursday, gave 
the city a new face.

Markets w-ere crowded by Eu­ 
ropean housewives, many of whom 
have been feeding their families 
canned goods for weeks.

Fo r the key to an u nderstand­ 
ing o f the decline, as well as 
clu e to po ssible reco v ery , can be 
fo u nd in the o peratio ns o f the 
ag e-o ld law o f pro fit o r lo ss in 
a free-enterprise sy stem. 
The inv esto r in sto cks has no t 
been attracted by div idend rates 
as su ch in the last y ear o r so , 
fo r he really co u ld g et a better 
inco me o n his mo ney simply by 
bu y ing bo nds.

to r has been betting o n is a 
steady increase in the pro fits o f 
the co mpanies themselv es.

If y o u r behav io ral skill retu rns, repeat the 
test. 
If y o u ag ain no te an adv erse effect, repo rt 
to y o u r do cto r. 
On the o ther hand, if y o u no te no adv erse ef­ 
fect. y o u m ay safely co ntinu e, alway s pro v ided 
that y o u do no t take ev en an av erag e alco ho lic 
drink while y o u are o n medicatio n.

Two phases of the Marxian Revolution affect 
all peoples today: 
I. The Church—that is, the Marxist ideological 
concept and ritual which has been developed into 
a crusading Communism. This exists in all coun­ 
tries, Communist, Neutral, or W estern. 
The principal agency of this movement is the 
Communist Party which in a country such as Italy 
is still large in membership although Italy is an 
anti-Communist country- In the United States, 
this Party is very’ small. 
It indirect influence is extensive because many 
of its ideas have been absorbed both by the intelli- 
gen/ia and the populace. For instance, there is no 
longer a capitalist country in the 19th Century 
sense. Everywhere there is some kind of mixed 
economy, the best example being the United 
States where there are not only numerous con­ 
trols over the means of production and distribu­ 
tion but also a large number of government cnvn(*d 
and operated enterprises. 
There are many manifestations of Marxism 
hut what concerns us might best be described as 
Communism. And there are many types of Com­ 
munism. For instance, in Soviet Russia, Marxism 
is a socialism which employs many of the devices 
of capitalism. The more industrialized Soviet Rus­ 
sia becomes, the less “pure” are its Communist 
chaiacteristics. What actually is happening there 
seems to be that an incentive system is producing 
a new type capitalistic elite, similar to the Ameri­ 
can self-made men of the early 20th Century. 
On the other hand, in Jugoslavia, there seems 
to be a wider division of the benefits of produc­ 
tion. while in Red China, an effort was made to 
turn an anarchistic, patristic society, vestigially 
feudal, by a great leap, into a primitive Com-

Wains Warfield Simpson wore 
it June 3, 19(37 at her wedding to 
the Duke of Windsor, who bac 
given up the British throne six 
months 
before 
to 
m arry 
“the 
woman I love." She later gave 
the dress to the costume institute 
of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. 
“It was of interest at the time,’ 
Mainbocher recalls, “because it 
was a twcMpiere dress with a long 
simple skirt and the first of the 
tops where th'1 jacket is not sup­ 
posed to be removed,” 
For the last 22 years Main 
bocher has had his couture house 
in New York, and alone among 
American designers sells only to 
private clients. But back in the 
thirties when the royal romance 
was making headlines, he was 
leading couturier in Paris. 
“Mrs. 
Simpson had been my 
client for some time. 
When 
it 
came to the trousseau she asked 
me to make it, and also the wed- 
dig dress.” he rem «r.t*rs. 
Although 
the 
design 
was 
closely guarded secret, 
a copy 
was spirited to the United States 
and put into production practical­ 
ly at the same time the vows 
were 
being 
exchanged

French chateau. At first copies

Larg e diag ram abo v e sho ws ho w the belt o f heav iest radiatio n, just abo v e 
the io no sphere, may be partly eliminated. The charg ed particles are held in place by the 
lines o f fo rce o f the earth’s mag netic field (small diag ram). The ex plo sio ns wo uld disto rt 
these lines, allo wing the radiatio n particles to filter do wn at either end, where mo st o f 
them wo uld be abso rbed by the atmo sphere. Whether the belt will reco nstitute itself, 
•md ho w quickly it wo uld do it, is a matter o f current internatio nal scientific dispute.

edu cation.

ev ery school committee some one 
or more members insist that edu ­ 
cation has not increased in effi­ 
ciency and in redu cing cost p er 
cap ita. 
I. my self, feel that my 
grandchildren go throu gh almost, 
the sam e edu cational rou tine as I 
did 50 y ears ago. I am no edu cator, 
bu t according to my reck oning my 
grandchildren are obliged to sp end 
twelv e y ears learning what I got 
in ten y ears. 
The Brain a Phy sical Organ 
The brain may be basically no 
different from the heart, or the 
stomach, or the liv er. Certainly 
the brain is made u p of p hy sical 
cells. When something is the m at­ 
ter with ou r stomach, the doctor 
g iv es up capsules to help remedy 
the difficu lty . This sort of trea t­ 
ment, howev er, has seldom been 
u sed for retarded children. Only 
in a few cases has a p hy sician 
been ca Lied in to help retarded 
children. 
It is now recognized that the 
difficu lty with 
a retarded child 
may be his ey esight, or his hearing, 
or some other p hy sical 
im p air­ 
ment. Hence, the child Is giv en 
glasses, or p ossibly a hearing aid. 
We are also attem p ting to help 
these 
children 
p sy chologically . 
These are step s that hav e only re­ 
cently been tak en; bu t good re­ 
su lts are being secu red by those 
aids. 
Su ch work needs the en­ 
cou ragement of ev ery school com­ 
mittee and ev ery p arent. 
DNA and K \A 
The real p u rp ose of this week ’s 
colu mn is to call attention to the 
wonderfu l p ossibilities of these new 
chemicals in connection with edu ­ 
cation: 
DNA, 
which stands 
for 
deox y ribonu cleic acid; and RN A, 
which stands for ribonu cleic acid. 
These are two new and v ery im ­ 
p ortant chemicals which the dru g 
comp anies are carefu lly stu dy ing. 
Also su ch comp anies as du Pont of 
Wilmington, Del. and the Ameri­ 
can Cy anamid Comp any of New 


York ,

the Lode cie, rangem ent of these letters (or 
Laboratories. 
These 
comp anies f molecu les), 
are 
endeav oring 
to

the 
genetic connection 
between 
twro 
chemicals (p erhap s male and fe­ 
male) which may lead to the ori­ 
gin and continu ity of life, throu gh 
the sy nthetic 
dev elop ment 
of 
cells. Work on this is being done 
in conju nction with the National 
I nst i t u te of Art hri t is and Metabolic 
Diseases at Bethesda, Mary land. 
They hop e the work can resu lt in 
the m anu factu re of sp ecific p ro­ 
teins, one of life’s most comp lex 
and imp ortant molecu les which ap ­ 
p ear in ail liv ing cells of the brain. 
It is believ ed that DNA Is material 
of which the cells of genes 
and 
chromosomes are comp osed. 
DNA’s fu nction is to transmit, 
genetic 
intelligence 
from 
one 
generation 
to the 
nex t. They 
m ak e u p a “ tem p late” or “mold”. 
This mold is su p p osed to carry 
these sp ecifications on to RNA, 
the m essenger tha t in tu rn di­ 
rects the m anu factu re of p ro­ 
tein necessary for edu cation and 
life. This is done in a way sim ­ 
ilar to the dots and dashes in 
the M orse Code sp elling ou t ov er 
10,000 m eaningfu l 
words from 
only 26 letters of the alp habet. 
In short, ev ery child has the 
eq u iv alent of 26 letters, bu t the 
child’s fu tu re dep ends on the ar- 


Pro per Feeding o f the Retarded 
It is believ ed that the child’s 
sy stem 
m ight 
be 
directed 
to 
p rodu ce norm al brain cells or 
p erhap s 
ev en 
brilliant 
brain 
cells. 
'These 
ex p erim ents 
may 
lead to the p ossibility that, edu ­ 
cator's will combine p sy chology 
with cheistry and the u se of 
TV'. My grandchildren m ay be 
giv en cap su les as p art of their 
edu cation, or they may be ex ­ 
p osed to seeing p rop er TV p ro­ 
gram s from the time they are 
three day s old. This m ay seem 
rev olu tionary , bu t I believ e it 
will hap p en to giv e u s better 
memory and ju dgem ent! 
W hen this tim e comes, teach­ 
ers will hav e no trou ble obtain­ 
ing 
increased 
salaries becau se 
tax p ay ers will recognize tha t the 
efficiency of edu cation is increas­ 
ing while the cost p er cap ita is 
being redu ced. DNA and RNA 
and TV m ay do for edu cation 
w hat fertilizers are doing for 
agricu ltu re. These chemicals m ay 
enable all stu dents (not only the 
retarded) to become mu ch more 
brilliant, and better citizens—in 
a shorter tim e and at less cost. 
In fact, by ex p osing all babies 
to TV there m ay be no “re ta rd ­ 
ed” children.

Predictions rahge from complete erasure of the belts to merely temporary 
disruption. Large diagram above shows how the belt of heaviest radiation, just above 
the ionosphere, may be partly eliminated. The charged particles are held in place by the 
lines of force of the earth’s magnetic field (small diagram). The explosions would distort 
these lines, allowing the radiation particles to filter down at either end, where most of 
them would be absorbed by the atmosphere. Whether the belt will reconstitute itself, 
•md how quickly it would do it, is a matter of current international scientific dispute.

Certainly 
the brain is made up of physical 
cells. When something is the m at­ 
ter with our stomach, the doctor 
give* up capsule* to help remedy 
the difficulty. This sort of treat­ 
ment, however, has seldom been 
used for retarded children. Only 
in a few case* has a physician 
been called in to help retarded 
children, 
It is now recognized that the 
difficulty with a retarded child 
may be his eyesight, or his hearing, 
or some other physical 
impair­ 
ment. Hence, the child Is given 
glasses, or possibly a hearing aid. 
We are also attempting to help 
these 
children 
psychologically. 
These are steps that have only re­ 
cently been taken: but good re­ 
sults are being secured by these 
aids, Such work needs the en­ 
couragement of every school com­ 
mittee and every parent. 
DNA Mild BNA 
The real purpose of this week’s 
column is to call attention to the 
wonderful possibilities of these new 
chemicals in connection with edu­ 
cation: 
DNA,

deoxyribonucleic acid; and RN A, 
which stands for ribonucleic acid. 
These are two new and very im­ 
portant chemicals which the drug 
companies ara carefully studying.

They 
m ake up a “ tem plate" or “mold”. 
This mold Is supposed to carry 
these specifications on to RN A, 
the m essenger th at In tu rn di­ 
rects the m anufacture of pro­ 
tein necessary for education and 
life. This is done in a way sim­ 
ilar to the dots and dashes in 
the Morse Code .spelling out over 
10,000 meaningful 
words I rom 
only 26 letters of the alphabet. 
In short, every child has the 
oquivalent of 26 letters, but the 
child's future depends (Mi the ar-

BELTING THE BEIT—Before the end of its nuclear tests at Johnston Island in the 
Pacific, the U.S. plans to explode two relatively small hydrogen bombs about 200 to 500 
miles up to see what effect they will have on the Van Allen radiation belts surrounding 
the earth. Predictions rahge from complete erasure of the belts to merely temporary 
disruption. Large diagram above shows how the belt of heaviest radiation, just above 
the ionosphere, may be partly eliminated. The charged particles are held in place by the 
lines of force of the earth’s magnetic field (small diagram). The explosions would distort 
these lines, allowing the radiation particles to filter down at either end, where most of 
them would be absorbed by the atmosphere. Whether the belt will reconstitute itself, 
•»nd how quickly it would do it, is a matter of current international scientific dispute.
